THE Fak EASTERN. QUESTION. 


I.—ENGLAN)8 POSITION BEFOREIND AFTER 
THE WAR. 
(Tima! Special Correspondint). 

One of thilast public speeches delivered 
on a non-political oconeion by thtlate Prime 
Minister bofore the Government over which 
be presided resigned offlos contatod the fol- 
lowing memorable passage ;— 

‘We hayhitherto been favoured with one 
Eastern quetion, which we bavealways cn- 
deavoured (olulkaa something loo portent- 
ous for out lmeginction, bat of Jate a Far 
Eastero qustion bos bean wporadded, 
which, I confess, to my appreheosion is, in 
the dim visas of futority. intinitely graver 
than even thet question of which we have 
hitherto known. 2 

One sericus critiotem must be pissed upon 
Lord Roselery's otherwise statemanlike nt- 
ferance, It relegated fo a remote future 
the necasaily of grappling with'a crisis in. 
the Far Kat which was alreadyat that mo-; 
ment big with momentous Coniquences to 
the politica and commercial interests of the 
British upite, ‘The relief which the ‘ 
Prime Minister naturally felt atthe termi- 
nation of sttual hostilities betyeen China 
and Japan perhaps temporarily obscured his 
vision of the ominous circumstuces which 
attended the ultimate re-establishment of 
peace. Bufeven before he surradered of- 
fice events bad ooourred at Pedog which 
must haveconvinesd him that tle final ra- 
tification of the Treaty of Shimutoeoki mere- 
ly’aet forthtome of the terma ofa new and 
vastly more diffault problem, which, if it is! 
to be solved without detriment tp the logiti- 
maté infiuece of Great Britain, salls for the 
immadiate exertion of the bet efforts of 
Britich etattsmonship and diplunaoy, 

Until little more than @ tweltemonth ago 
Great Brisia had enjoyed for upwarde af 
80 years—ic., ever since sho firet broke 
down by fie of arte the gret barrisr of 
Chinese extlasivencss—an almat undisput- 
ed ascendaoy in the Far. East, Hor pres- 
tige an a gwat Asiatio Empire, tho eplendid 
strategioal positions which she: holds at 
Singaporemd Hongkong, the tioady main- 
tenance ofa commanding navalforce in the 
China seat, the overwhelming prponderancy 
of her traling ag, tho magnitude of her 
commeroisl interests, of which an import 
and experi trade of some five and tweaty 
millions sterling per atnum conveys oaly a 
partial ide, tbe uorivalled prowperity of her 
sattlemenuin the treaty porteof China and 
Japan, ths widespread: diffoa. of her 
languages the (ingua franca of the Kast, 
all combined to neodre for bers paramount 
influenco it thoss regions, whith wae almost 
openly reoguised by the two: lendiug 
Powers of the extrems Oriontand tavitly 
admitted svon by the great Powors of 


Barope.
